State and federal taxes that an­ 
nually take more than half the 
income of the average family are 
at the heart of the farm problem, 
state Senator D. Elmer Hawbaker 
told the Hunterstown Ruritan Dub 
at a farm ers’ night dinner meet­ 
ing Friday evening. 
"If it were not for state and 
federal taxes, milk would be ll 
cents a quart instead of 26 cents 
and bread would be 12 cents a 
loaf and gasoline two cents a 
gallon,” the senator said after 
he had described the "three-way 
price squeeze” in which the Amer­ 
ican farm er is caughter. 
Declaring, 
It’s 
time 
to 
get 
our feet on the ground and re­ 
verse some trends," Hawbaker 
said, "The trouble with all the 
farm program s of the last 30 years 
is that they’ve been designed 
with one thing in mind—to get 
votes. A politician gets votes by 
calling attention to problems, not 
by solving them for if they solve 
them they’ve lost an issue. 
INFLATION REAL PROBLEM 
"Now 
it 
seems there 
aren't 
enough farm ers left in the U. S., 
less than IO per cent of the pop­ 
ulation, 
to 
worry much about 
their votes and the farm pro­ 
grams are being planned to look 
good to the city folk. Look at 
this wheat referendum that’s com­ 
ing up. No m atter how you vote, 
you're wrong.” 
On the size of the state and 
federal tax bill, Senator Hawbak- 
er said each resident of Penn­ 
sylvania pays $136 a year in state 
taxes and his share of the federal 
tax is $514 "so that an average 
family of four has a state and 
federal tax bill of $2,600 and that's 
over half of the average income 
of a Pennsylvania family. These 
figures are in addition to local 
taxes, he added.

Gettysburg residents paid $527,- 
197.71 in local taxes during 1962, 
the first time in history that the 
town, school and county collection 
from the local residents exceeded 
the half million dollar mark in 
any one year. 
The $527,197.91 is the total of 
taxes collected by Tax Collector 
J. 
Herbert 
Weikert, 
according 
to his annual report filed in the 
office of the county clerk of courts. 
The amount is $60,227.44 more 
than the $466,970.47 paid by the 
town residents in 1961 to the three 
local taxing bodies. 
SCHOOL JUMP BIGGEST 
Biggest gainer was the school 
board 
which secured 
$40,719.31 
more from the people of the town 
during 1962 than it did in 1961. 
The county took $10,044.55 more 
than it had in the prior year, 
largely 
because of the switch 
from an occupation tax to $3 per 
capita tax. Conversely the school 
board’s increased "take” came 
mostly from the 50-mill levy on 
the 
revised 
occupation 
assess­ 
ment. 
The borough took in $9,309.36 
more than in the prior 
year, 
white 
levying the same taxes. 
Much of the increase came from 
the revision in the occupation tax 
assessments.

plied with the first request. The 
president did not live to learn how 
appropriate his words actually 
were. Their real significance is 
attested by their lasting fame. 
They have been reverted through­ 
out the world as the sublime Get­ 
tysburg Address. A grateful pos-l 
terity has taken what he said 
as the creed for all who love lib­ 
erty. Freedom and sacrifice then, 
as now, are inseparable.

“It is an amazingly com­ 
prehensive and forceful pre­ 
sentation of the principles for 
which the war then was wag­ 
ing. . . . It joined the local to 
the national, the occasional 
to the permanent, it went 
straight at a declaration of 
the purpose which animated 
the soul of Abraham Lincoln, 
and for which the men buried 
at Gettysburg had given their 
lives. Above all, it was a 
declaration of America’^ fun­ 
damental principles.* 
“When Mr. Lincoln went to 
Gettysburg he must have had 
some super-natural power to look 
beyond his immediate audience. 
Democracy was on trial and this 
had to be shown to the world.

It was not 
until it appeared in print that 
its true beauty became apparent. 
As stated, the President was look­ 
ing beyond the Gettysburg audi­ 
ence. Here he summed up the

American government — political 
equality. He portrayed briefly all 
fields where men have contended 
and died for human liberty and 
for government which would as­ 
sure to all the rights and oppor­ 
tunities of life. Lincoln showed 
the country the Civil War was 
waged to test democracy and 
that his and future, generations 
must dedicate themselves to the 
unfinished tasks. One

years later much remains unfin­ 
ished. 
DECISIVE BATTLE 
“Few men have the ability to 
say so much in so few words. The 
real significance of the Gettys­ 
burg Address can be summed up 
in one word—simplicity. 
“Gettysburg was the turning 
point in the war. It was decisive 
in the Civil War, but was also 
decisive in the world struggle 
for popular government, one that 
would recognize all who would 


become Americans, one which be­ 
lieved in the brotherhood of man,

The words are as relevant today 
as they were one century ago. 
An unknown minister said, ‘Lin 
coin’s Gettysburg speech was £ 
coin dropped from the mine of 
the Anglo-Saxon language.’ 
“ FITTING, PROPER" 
“The precedent has been estab 
lished. A coin was minted to com­ 
memorate the 75th anniversary 
in 1938. Within the last few days 
this House did what had never 
been done in the history of the 
country. It established a prece­ 
dent by making a distinguished 
gentleman an honorary citizen of 
the United States. 
“It does 
appear fitting 
and 
proper that a coin should be 
minted to commemorate the cen­ 
tennial of what is truly a land­ 
mark in history and wall live as 
long as the spoken language. This 
event should be properly remem­ 
bered for, contrary to what Mr. 
Lincoln suggested, the world did 
note and remember what he said 
there.” 


(Continued From Fog* I) 
lorn is. It is a symtom of a 
greater problem called inflation 
and it converges on the farmer 
from all sides.” Apparently not 
very optimistic about the prospect 
of reversing that upward swing 
of taxes and their accompanying 
problems, Sen Hawbaker said: 
“Politicians don’t get votes by 
doing what needs to be done but 
by doing things people want them 
to do. All those things cost money 
and that’s why taxes keep rising.” 
EXPLAINS "SQUEEZE" 
He 
described 
the 
three-way 
“price-cost squeeze” in which the 
farmer is caught this way: 
The prices of the things he sells 
have declined without exception 
in the last 15 years while the 
things he has to buy have gone 
up. At the same time his own 
cost of living has been rising like 
everyone else’s. 
He gave many illustrations. He 
said the present price of eggs and 
turkeys are the same as in the 
depth of the depression. Hogs 
bring half what they did in 1949. 
Peaches sell at half the price they 
did in 1934 when labor cost $1 
a day but now costs $1.10 an 
hour. Farm tractor prices are 
five times what they were in 1936 
MUSICAL ENTERTAINMENT 
“We hear school teachers are 
underpaid but, if the price of milk 
had gone up at the same rate as 
teachers’ 
salaries 
since 
1937, 
people would be paying 60 cents 
a quart and farmers would be 
getting $12 per hundred instead 
of the present $4. 
“In 1918, the price of a $3 
bushel of wheat would pay 
bricklayer’s wages for a day. Now’ 
bushel of wheat would pay a 
bricklayer for 38 minutes work.’

SHE 
STUDIED NURSING 
Graceful Marva is so wrapped 
up in her work she can say, “None 
of this worries me. I hardly 
know that there is a war going 


OTI.” 
Marva is a Baptist and has com­ 
mitted three years of her life for 
work in Vietnam, with the Na­ 
tional Protestant Church of Viet­ 
nam. 
She has spent much of her life 
abroad, moving from her birth­ 
place in St. Louis, Mo., when she 
was 2 years old to go to India 
with her surgeon father. Her fa­ 
ther, Dr, Oliver Hasselblad. is 
now president of the American 
Leprosy Mission. 
Marva moved to Vietnam after 
a course in nursing study at the 
Columbia Presbyterian Hospital 
in New York City. Earlier she 
had majored in chemistry at Ot­ 
tawa Kansas University, and had 
enrolled at the University of Mis­ 
souri for one year. 
HAS RIGOROUS SCHEDULE 
Out here, she has won the praise 
of medical men for her hard work 
and skill. Lt. Col. Carl A. Fischer, 
commander of the U.S. Army’s 
8th field hospital unit in Nhatrang, 
says, “ I’d trust Marva’s judg­ 
ment on these diagnoses over my 
own. She’s worked with these dis­ 
eases so much, she’s almost a 
doctor.” 
Marva needs all her ski! to 
maintain her rigorous nursing 
schedule. Six days a week she 
screens 80 to 150 cases of m alar­ 
ia, tuberculosis, skin and eye dis­ 
eases and hookworm. 
The most serious cases she 
sends to Dr. Carl Yoder, of Lan­ 
caster, Pa., who arrived in Viet­ 
nam in mid-Jilly with his wife. 
Marva’s day begins at 6 a.m. 
but she says “I can’t really go 
by a schedule. When there is 
work to do I have to be there 
to do it.” 
In July, she got up every three 
hours during the nights to feed 
a small baby born with a cleft 
palate. 
During the day, she flits about 
the reception room, filling a baby 
bottle here, checking the huge 
pressure cooker used for steriliz­ 
ing, and supervising the Vietnam­ 
ese help. 
Marva describes herself as a 
Jack-of-all-trades. She had pulled 
teeth, delivered babies, and su­ 
tured cuts. When military secu­ 
rity permits, she visits clinics in 
nearby villages. 
Marva expects to devote tile 
rest of her life to such mission­ 
ary work. Her sister, Wyve, is 
carrying on the family tradition 
—• she intends working in India 
on comm unity development.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP>-The 
United States has given heavily 
in blood and dollars to try to bring 
stability, 
anticommunism 
and 
democracy to South Korea. Now, 
18 years after the massive aid 
program began, American hopes 
are dwindling. 
South Korea has neither stabil­ 
ity nor democracy. Bitter political 
battling between its military gov­ 
ernment and civilians diverts the 
watch on communism. 
Like the Mongols. Chinese and 
Japanese here before. Americans 
got involved hi Korea through for­ 
tunes of war 
The others came as conquerers. 
By winning World Mar ll. the 
Americans came as liberators of 
this 
Japanese-occupied, 
barren 
land of 25 million people. 
H AD 2 C H O IC E S 
Two choices seemed available: 
go home and let Korea drift into 
communism, already gripping the 
northern half of the peninsula, or 
stay ami build 
Washington decided to try to

The bill for helping beat back 
a Communist invasion in 1950-53 
was

wounded. Financial aid now totals

When Dr. Syngman Rhee was 
elected president in 1948, things 
were going fairly well. The U.S. 
military government had kept the 
nation on its feet and there was 
talk that perhaps South Korea

War came in 19.50 and almost 
everything the United States had 
invested vanished in a rubble heap 
extending across the devastated

Washington policy makers stuck 
with him, pumping more money 
into the economy. 
However, when students took to 
the streets in April I960 charging 
Rhee was rigging elections.

DEMOCRATS IN 
LEGISLATURE 
ARE CONFUSED

HARRISBURG YAP) - Demo­ 
crats are seeking a legislative pol­ 
icy for their senators and repre­ 
sentatives to rally around. 
Right now the Democratic or­ 
ganization is drifting along in the 
legislature in w'hat appears to be 
quiet confusion. They seem to 
have no policy except a vaguely 
defined position of "loyal opposi­ 
tion" common to any minority or­ 
ganization in any lawmaking body. 
The problem for the Democrats 
is th.it their policy of other years 
has been taken over by the Re­ 
publicans in a large measure. It 
was the Democrats themselves 
who set the precedent. 
G O P W AS F U M B L IN G 
Just a year ago an ailing GGP 
organization was fumbling around 
trying to find aome talking point 
to replace their classic "fiscal re­ 
sponsibility." 
Democrats, headed by Gov. Da­ 
vid L. Lawrence, had taken over 
finance, budget balancing, fiscal 
responsibility and all the rest of 
the old-time GOP rallying cries as 
their own. 
The Republican* never did find 
a replacement policy. They mut­ 
tered that Democrats engaged in 
fiscal .slight-of-hand But the Dem­ 
ocrats controlled the book*. 


M A Y R E V IV E O LD C R Y 
But if the Republican* lost a 
battle last year, they learned a 
lesson. Voila! Gov. Scranton. 
The best the Democrats have 
come up with so far in debating 
Scranton proposals is to claim 
them a* Democratic plans of other 
legislative years. 
This is true to a large degree. 
But it doesn’t shape up any major 
policy for the Democrats any 
more than Democratic claims of 
fiscal responsibility last year firm­ 
ed up any COP policy then 
The next step may he—in fact 
it probably will be—for the Demo­ 
crats to revive the Republican Bat­ 
tle cry of the 1957 legislature. It 
went this way: 
"Hold the line on taxes." 
SA M E L E A D E R S H IP 
The GOP House leadership that 
year was the same as now. Rep. 
W. Stuart Helm was speaker; Rep. 
Albert W. Johnson was majority 
leader. 
The COP did hold the line on 
taxes that year, contributing in a 
negative way to the $177 million 
deficit at the end of the adminis­ 
tration of then Gov. George K. 
Leader. A Democrat. 
Now everting is turned around. 
Helm and Johnson may find 
themselves battling for new taxes 
to pay for what were once Demo­ 
cratic programs. 
Democrats may wind up shout­ 
ing "hold the line on taxes" while 
accusing the GOP of fiscal irre­ 
sponsibility in pushing old Demo­ 
cratic ideas. 
And once again things will be 
abnormally normal in the legisla­ 
ture. 
Both sides will have a policy.

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Build Barbecue For More Fun 
In YourOutdoor Living Room 


Although ch?: will cooking has 
born employed since man first 
nibbed two sticks together, it 
he* enjoyed unprecedented pop- 
tilarity in recent years with the 
fast rise in backyard barbecues 
The present popularity of .out­ 
door cooking originated in Cali­ 
fornia. which generally is con­ 
ceded to be the source of the sim- j 
pie twit mouthwatering dinner of| 
charcoal broiled steak, garlic or! 
cheese sour-dough bread, and a 
mixed greens salad topped with' 
bleu cheese or oi!-and-wine-\ ine- 
gar dressing. 
Slowly this truly American meal 
has spread eastward during the 
past quarter-century until today 
almost e\cry hamlet has a steak- 
house that series up a reasonable 
facsimile. 
A home barbecue can either be 
contracted for or it can be built 
as a home handyman project. It 
can be plain and simple or big 
and costly — ranging from a port­ 
able table-top model available in 
any housewares store to a ‘‘bomb 
shelter” type that weighs several 
ton® and has warming ovens and 
other types of conveniences for 
luscious cookery 
Building a barbecue will vary 
to some extent depending on the 
sire of the desired structure, but 
the basic construction remains the 
same 
An outline of the barbecue 
should be marked out on the 
ground, and this should be dug 
IO or 12 inches deep Eight to IO 
inches of sand or sand-and-gra\el 
mix is tamped well, and this is 
topped with concrete between four 
and six inches deep, depending 
on the size ami weight of the bar­ 
becue. This will Iring the base 
two or three indices above ground 
level, for which forms are needed 
A level or plumb bob should 
be used in laying the base and 
all courses of brick to insure a 


perfect leveJ 
The second step is the chim­ 
ney. built with the level ot plumb 
bob to be sure it is perfectly ver­ 
tical. for no one wants a minia­ 
ture “Tower of Pisa*' confront­ 
ing them whenever they barbe­ 
cue. A Nile should be left in the 
firebox side of the chimney to 
draw smoke from the fire and up 
the chimney 
The firebox or ashpit can tie 
constructed of block or brick or 
rock, or a prefabricated unit can 
lie (wight at a building supply 
m illet. 
Two or three courses of block 
are laid again, make sure each 
course is level 
and then side­ 
walls are built up on the two sides, 
with an iron grate built into the 
concrete joint about a foot above 
the ashpit. Although a bit more 
difficult to install but much more 
satisfactory than the built-in per­ 
manent grate is a series of two or 
three steel tracks on which a grate 
cacnc be inserted at varying levels 
for different types of cookery. 
An excellent accessory for ev­ 
ery barbecue is an LP-gas torch 
that will save 15 or 20 minutes 
of preparation each time you build 
a fire. This is the same liquefied 
petroleum gas familiar to all who 
live on farms or in country homes, 
in small towns or other rural 
areas to provide all the comforts 
of modern gas appliances far be­ 
yond city gas mains. 
A small LrP-gas hand torch can 
be used, or a 
arger refillable 
tank can be installed for multi­ 
purpose use The small hand torch 
will light charcoal in brief min­ 
utes Not only floes the larger LP- 
gas unit serve this same purpose, 
but it also can he used for gas 
cooking, if desired, such as grill­ 
ing hamburgers or broiling hot 
dogs for youngsters

One of the most effective and 
economical ways to protect all 
clothing is to install aromatic red 
cedar linings in closets. This easy- 
to-handle material, available in 
prepackaged bundles at ’ o c a I 
lumber dealers, can be installed 
right ever closet walls. It also can 
be nailed over open framing in a 
new closet. 
The natural fragrance of this 
distinctive southern wood, so pleas­ 
ing lo humans — is "death” to 


possible. Close the door securely 
after storing or removing articles. 
Wipe the cedar occasionally with 
a dry cloth to remove dust and 
dirt. 
Sand the wood lightly every 
year or so to reopen any closed 
wood pores and renew the strength 
of the cedar fragrance. 
Air dry or dry clean all articlces 
before storing them. 
An entire closet can be lined 
over a weekend for approximately

Other qualities make cedar clos­ 
ets desirable as a home feature 
include attractiveness and easy 
upkeep. The beautiful rose and 
white coloring of the cedar grain 
presents a handsome appearance. 
The wood requires very little 
care. No initial or periodic fin­ 
ishing of red cedar closet lining 
is required. The only upkeep rec­ 
ommended is an occasional dust­ 
ing. 
Aromatic red cedar closet lin­ 
ing is tongue-and-grooved at sides 
and ends so that pieces fit snugly. 
This not only facilitates applica­ 
tion, but also makes for solid, 
unbroken surfaces. 
Cedar closet lining can be ap­ 
plied to plastered or finished wall­ 
board. Apply the lining, which 
comes in %” thick strips, hori­ 
zontally on the walls. Begin at 
the bottom and work up.

The first row, however, should 
have nails near the top and bot­ 
tom of each piece. Usually studs 
are located at the corner of an 
existing closet. 
To verify this, 
m easure off 16 inches and drive 
in a nail to see if there is solid 
backing.

though remodeling. 
ATTIC FIN ISH ED 
One 
family 
with a postwar 
twTvbcdroom 
home, 
discovered 
that the attic helped solve their 
problem. Us 325 square feet was 
being use ! as a catch-all for un­ 
wanted ’ junk” The kind that 
most families collect. 
The family consulted with an 
architect to determine how the 
apace should be divided. The ar­ 
chitect resisted the impulse to 
•'honeycomb” the space with a 
series of cubicles. Instead, he 
made one basic division of the 
attic space: One end for the par­ 
ents. the other for the two girls. 
A large plywood wardrobe stor­ 
age unit separated the spaces. In 
addition to acting as a divider 
with storage space, the unit also 
contained a folding bed — mak­ 
ing the adult space a guest room 
too. 
In the girls’ end — all furnish­ 
ings wire built in. The “wasted 
space” next to the wall under the 
steeply-pitched ceiling, was fully 
utilized by plywood bunk beds 
for the girls, mounted on casters. 
Thus they could be pushed back 
under the built-ins to provide a 
large clear area in the center cf 
the roam. Rolling top storage 
bins also provided a greater play 
area for daytime activities. 
The adult end of the attic be­ 
came a center for sewing, typing 
and general utility when not used 
as a guest room. 
For simplicity, economy and 
appearance, the architect spec­ 
ified fir plywood paneling over 
the exposed rafters and for ex­ 
posed rafters and for construc­ 
tion of the built-ins. The 4x8-foot 
plywood panels go into p’ace 
quickly, cutting labor and pro­ 
viding 
a 
smooth 
surface 
for 


painting or other finishing. 
KITCHEN OFFENDER 
Kitchens in older homes orig­ 
inally were designed for now* 
outmoded hung habits. Spaces 
aren't suited to modem appli­ 
ances 
they lack storage space 
and generally are located so they 
get all the traffic in the house. 
Two families who liked the 
spaciousness 
of 
their 
prewar 
hemes, but found their kitchens 
wholly inadequate for such 
rea­ 
sons. decided to bring them up- 
to-date by remodeling, 
One kitchen was located in the 
center of the house, with five 
doors opening into it. I Unfortunate- 
ly, none of these doors gave di­ 
rect access to the dining room 
Only one. through a bathroom, 
reached the dining area even in­ 
directly. To correct the kitchen’s 
many faults and get exactly what 
they wanted, the family commis­ 
sioned 
a 
reputable 
remodeling 
firm. 
A whole new room was cre­ 
ated within the confines of the 
rid kitchen. Not a single surface 
of the 
old kitchen is visible in 
the new The ceiling was lowered 
three of the doors eliminated and 
ore door was punched through to 
the dining room. A U-shaped ply­ 
wood 
work area 
evolved from 
which 
the rome 
maker could 
keep track of — but not bothered 
by — 
the traffic 
of her large 
family. 
The other old kitchen was at 
♦he back of the house instead of 
the center, but the same prob­ 
lems existed. 
In this case, the architect de­ 
cided to knock out the outside 
wall and install large glass pen­ 
ds to brighten up the space. A 
large deck was added on the out­ 
side to connect to the kitchen. A 
space-saving U-shaped plywood 
work area was also used in this 
-c~rodding plan. 
A second sink and cabinet ar­ 
rangement was provided for the 
purpose of preparing cocktail 
and snacks away from the pre­ 
paration of the main meal.

artificial 
light inside, a suspended ceiling 
system was installed to provide 
a bright but gentle over-all light­ 
ing effect. 
BA SEM EN T D E V E L O P M E N T 
Space problems for a growing 
family were solved in an unfin­ 
ished basement area by convert­ 
ing it into a handsome and func­ 
tional bedroom-plavTOom for the 
family's two boys. The more than 
150 square feet of space con­ 
verted for the boys’ use included 
wardrobes and plenty of built-in 
storage space. 
A double storage unit divided 
the boys’ wardrobe while provid­ 
ing additional space for books, 
toys and other necessary items.

Pruning — Most trees require 
periodical pruning in order to 
keep their shape. Dead limhs and 
branches also need to be re­ 
moved.

Pruning of large trees is dan­

Usually when most home own­ 
ers think of shade trees, they 
think of the maples,

There are many other 
species less well known but which 
have interest for many reasons 
such as foliage color, bark color, 
structure of limbs and twigs or 
flowering beauty. 
More than 850 different varie­ 
ties of trees grow 
within the 
United 
States.

If you are 
willing to wait for a small tree 
to grow, you can buy one for as 
little as $2.

The planting of new trees often 
pay for themselves within a few 
years by cutting the costs of heat­ 
ing or cooling your home. 
Most trees will last as long as 
your house, and as they grow 
ihejs increase in value. Large 
trees in good condition, properly 
placed on a lot, often have a 
value of $1,000. 
Income tax officials regard the 
planting of trees as a permanent 
improvement to your property, 
Even if you recover their costs 
many times over in lowered fuel 
bills, you can still deduct the 
price you paid for them when 
you sell your house at a profit. 
Real estate brokers agree that 
by increasing the attractiveness 
of your home, trees will make it 
easier to sell at a higher price 
than one that stands on a barren

The American Association of

Rose Fence 
Is Garden 
Fashion Note 


If you’d like to add a fashion­ 
able touch to your home property, 
plant an everblooming rose fence. 
Everblooming 
roses 
have two 
heavy blooming periods, one in 
spring or early summer and the 
other in the fall, usually 
with 
many flowers and lavish color 
in between these seasons. 
The modern rose blooms for 
an extraordinarily 
long period 
every year, longer than almost 
any flower that can be named. 
The rose fence can be partic­ 
ularly 
lovely 
a n d fashionable 
and it requires only a moderate 
amount of care. One can have 


red. orange, white, pink, ye.llow\ 
lavender and in-between shades 
Roses of different colors may be 
mixed, or the fence may be solid 
with one color. 
In planting your rose fence, 
select varieties wisely. Climbing 
red roses along a white fence can 
afford a brilliant contrast. Other 
colors may also be used. 
Climbing roses may be pre- 
preferable where they have such 
support as a masonry wall or 
wood or wire fence. Thick-grow­ 
ing rose plants such as Rosa Mul­ 
tiflora are not suitable as a rose 
fence for small homes. 
Floribunda 
a n d 
grar.dfiflora 
roses will grow into a living fence 
of striking color without support. 
Plant them close together, about 
two feet apart, using approxi­ 
mately 50 plants for a hundred 
foot fence. Your nurseryman can 
recommend varities to grow to 


any desired height 
A fence of rose* growing on 
a trellis also can form a lovely 
background 
for 
t h e 
family 
swimming pool, at the same time 
giving privacy. The rose blooms 
are reflected in the w’ater of the 
pool, making it even more invit­ 
ing. 
According to the American As­ 
sociation of Nurserymen, some 
interesting 
effects 
are 
created 
with rose fences by planting them 
in short lengths. IO to 12 feet, at 
.several locations around the prop­ 
erty. If correctly done this can 
give the effect of greater depth 
to the back yard, or garden living 
area. in fact be quite small. Your 
nurseryman can advise how to 
achieve this effect.

spread fungi. Let your turf dry 
almost to the wilting point be­ 
tween waterings, and then soak 
it to a depth of six inches You 
might consider a corrosion re­ 
sistant 
galvanized 
steel 
sprin­ 
kler. which will give you many 
years of service. Its great ad­ 
vantage is that it furnishes water 
only as fast as the ground can 
absorb H. 
Mow 
your 
lawn, 
but 
don't 
“scalp” it. Set your mower at 
one and a half inches high; mow 
whenever the grass gets over two 
inches. If mower blades get dull, 
they’ll split the grass tops, caus­ 
ing them to turn brown. The 
blades should be made of high 
carbon 
or 
alloy 
steel 
which 
makes them rugged — so they 
won’t chip when they hit a rock 
— and hard, so that w'hen the 
blades are sharpened they will 
stay sharp for a long time. Once 


a year have the blades removed, 
ground and balanced.

They’ll look better and 
last longer.

should start before their invasion. 
All-purpose sprays and dusts will 
control most flower and vegetable 
diseases and insects if applied 
early and according to directions.

If you are considering a retreat 
for relaxation in the backyard — 
a little planning can go a long 
way toward capitalizing on the 
advantages of outdoor living. 
“Whether it's simple or elab­ 
orate. 
kidney-shaped 
or 
round, 
made with flagstone, concrete or 
brick, careful planning will help 
make a finished patio much more 
comfortable,” says a noted re­ 
modeling authority. 
H. J. Bilker, remodeling spe­ 
cialist for Allied Chemical’s Bar 
rett Division offers a few simple 
points about patio construction: 
Location can be important de­ 
pending upon the uses planned 
for the patio. “For example, if 
it is to be used extensively for 
outdoor cooking and eating, it is 
usually best to locate It fairly 
near the kitchen door.” says Bak­ 
er. “Even a complete meal, such 
as a barbecue, can be cooked out­ 
doors, but don't forget the food, 
plates, etc., all must be carried 
from the kitchen.” 
"Sun-worshipers” who wish to 
bask in the backyard will wish 
to consider the best possible un­ 
shaded location. Those who pre­ 
fer the shade should also include 
this factor in their planning.
